Thank you for your letter of July 19, and for the accompanying Jarren 
Commission records. 

I appreciate your referring me to the pages relating to Mrs. Cdio in 
CD 1546; J already have most of them. Can you tell me why you have not 
obtained copies of the enclosures to CE 3146 from the Justice Department, 
since it appears from Par. Kleindienst's letter of July 22, 1970 to me that 
he was w ill ing to consider providing copies to you? I note that Entry 52 
consists of mater ial that was transferred to the Archives by the Secret 
Service several years after the Commission ended its work. 

£y letter of November 24, 1967, you advised that CD 351 does not include 
the testimony of Edward S. I^itler before the S1SS on November 24, 19^3. Can 
you tell me if the 4 withheld items in that CD contain any material by or 
about Mr. Butler? 

The first par agraph of CE 834 refers to a discussion between staff 
members of the Commission and Mr, Belmont of the FBI on May 4, 1984, relating 
to the FBI’s files on Oswald. I would like a copy of any memorandum written 
on that discussion? I am confident that some exists. The staff members 
involved probably included Mr. Stem and/or Mr. Rankin. I have seen Mr. 

Stem's office file, and did not notice any such memorandum; I believe I would 
recall it if X had seen it. Could you check the withheld part of that file 
in Ehtry 44 for any such memos? Also, please check the chronological file, 
Ehtry 26, for May 4 through May 10.
